Exported Attitude to Adminis- 
tration. Supports McKinley,

Boston, July 3—The Boston Journal's 


Washington correspondent has this to 
say of Alger's relation to the ca'BTnet: 


"There is little doubt tMat Secretary 


Alger will go. 
The 
only question 


seemingly is whether the change shall 
take place shortly or shall be held up 
until the annual reports of the war de- 
partment are completely handled. Gen. 
eral Alger's friends insist insist that he 
ought, in justice to himself, to remain 
in the cabinet until these reports are 
made. They have presented this view 
to the president. The official year will 
cover the most of the war period. It is 
argued by these friends of General Al- 
ger that the head of the department 
cannot afford to retire until the reports 
are finished. The secretary has been 
under fire for many things during these 
twelve months, and his friends tell 
him he will make a great mistake if 
he does not remain long enough to re- 
ceive the reports of the heads of bu- 
reaus and to render his own account to 
the president." 


Pingree to Alge* 


Detroit, July 3.—Governor Pingree last 


night dispatched a letter to Secretary 
Alger, brought out by criticisms of the 
secretary and the numerous comments 
recently published concerning: th* agree- 
ment made by the governor to^suppprt 
Secretary Alger in his campaign fbr the 
United Ftatessenatorship. The letter is 
as follows:

"My Dear Ceneral—I subffcfibej'to-4» 


clipping bureau and I have/within' the 
past few days, been receiving large iHim- 
bers of clippings from newspapers pub- 
lished in every part of the country con- 
taining what purports to be aifinterview 
with me in which criticisms of the pres- 
ent administration are put in my mouth. 
'I am astonished at the circulation ana 
credence which this alleged interview 
has received. I would not take cogni- 
zance of it were it not lor the fact that 
it seems to have, been so widely circu- 
lated, and also for the reason that there 
are many people who have yet to learn 
that what is termed political news and 
opinion are as unreliable, inaccurate and 
prejudiced as the newspaper man's in- 
genuity and cunning can make them. 


"The interview to which I have re- 


ferred is a pure fabrication. There ia 
not a single sentence in it which was 
spoken by me. It is the invention of a 
reporter who may or may not have been 
acting under instructions from his chief. 


"I have at different times expressed 


my opinion of the necessity for the war 
In the Philippines. I have in common 
with thousands of others in the country 
disapproved of it, and have had no hesi- 
tation in giving my views whenever I 
have been asked for them. I voted for 
Mr. McKml'ey and I have had no cause 
whatever to regret It If he is a candi- 
date again I will take pleasure in giving 
him my support. 


"It has always seemed to me that the 


criticism by New York newspapers of the 
marag^ir.ent of the war department has 
amounted to a condemnation not only of 
the president, but of the entire cabfwet. 
It is T.-eU known that no important step 
is taken without the concurrence or at 
least the advice of the president and the 
cabinet. I am well satisfied that bheat-* 
tack upon the war department is noth- 
ing but a cunningly conceived plot to 
create a vacancy to be filled by a New 
York politician. Already the New York 
newspapers are discussing the distribu- 
tion of the patronage of the department. 
The other papers in the country have 
simply repeated what the New York 
newspapers have said. Of course it is 
not surprising that Senator McMillin 
and his 'me too' Senator Burrows have 
joined in the contemptible scheme to di§- 
eredlit and defame the war department. 


"In so far as tke alleged 'alliance' with, 


you is concerned I can freely and frankly 
say that none has been made. As you 
are already aware, I simply proffered 
you my support in your candidacy for 
United States senator and only wanted' 
to know whetKef you were in favor of an 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United StatesA permitting the election 
of United States senators by direct vote 
of the people. I was glad to b« advised 
toy you that you favored the restriction 
of 'trlsta,' but neither of those thing* 
was made the condition of my support. 
In common with thousands ot other 
Michigan people, I merely offered, to as- 
sist you. If anything, I have profited 
by It politically, because the American 
people detest cowardly method's of fight- 
ing. 


'The language which ia attributed to 


me in the false interview in which I am 
made to criticise and abuse the admin- 
istration should have condemned the In- 
terview as a fabrication «t once. But 
even more absurd is the statement made 
by the press that I am an avowed can- 
didate for president at the next national 
convention; that you have made an al- 
liance with me, and that therefore you 
have practically declared your opposi- 
tion to President MoKinley and should 
retl re from hi* cabinet. Of course such a 
statement is too silly to be entitled to 
serion« attention. It is sufficient to say 
U you that I have no+.an&neytgJlU en,-

Treatment of Educated Chinamen by 


Prince Ching. 
Taken From Yale 


University Under Promise of High

Victoria, B. C., July 3— According to 


Pekin correspondence, Dr. Yung Win, 
L.L. D., of Yale universityy, studying 
there to three months ago, was visited 
by Chinamen with an appointment from 
Prince Ching to a high position in the 
Chinese government.

Graiihi* Account of the First Battle 


Near Manila and Uie Gallantry of 
American Troops—Delay In Obtaln- 


1 Ins PcrmlHHlon to Take the Offeu- 


•tvc Alter the Attaclc Began. 


The report of Major General Thomas 


M. Anderson, commanding the First 
division of the Eighth army corps in 
tLe first battle with the insurgents in 
the Philippines, was made public by 
the war department at Washington the 
other day. It is dated Feb. 18 and re- 
lates mainly to the operations of Feb. 
5. The report is in part as follows: 


A line of delimitation had been 


agreed on between the department com- 
mander and the insurgent Filipino 
authorities. Finding that we did not 
hold our line of delimitation, the Fili- 
pino military forces advanced beyond 
this line and began to throw up a for- 
midable line of intrenchments. They 
also constructed other intrenchments. 
As the insurgents saw their formidable 
works approaching completion 
they 


became more insolent day by day, and 
finally did everything they could in 
insolence and insults to provoke us to 
begin the conflict. As they were per- 
mitted to go and come through our 
lines at will they knew just what 
troops we had, where they were located 
and that we were making no visible | 
preparations for defense. 
It 
seems ] 


proper to make these statements in or- 
der to justify the assertion that no 
troops ever behaved better under in- 
tense provocation, showing excellent 
discipline and self control. 


The First brigade of this division 


was under Brigadier General" Charles 
King. The Second brigade was under 
Brigadier General Samuel Ovenshine. 
The only preparations which could be 
made for battle, in view of orders to 
stand on the defensive, were the assign- 
ment of the different organizations tn 
places on the firing line and the selec- 
tion of positions for the artillery. Noth- 
ing more apparently c'onld^ be done, as 
our government had to preserve a wait- 
ing policy until the' treaty of peace 
with Spain was signed.- Nevertheless, 
as an attack from the front might be 
followed by an uprising in the city, 
this procrastination placed the army 
under a great disadvantage.. 


At 3:40 a. m. on th£ morning of the 


5th the insurgents_opei>ed firf on "block- 
house No. 11 with Mauser,rifles. I bad 
just ridden up to my headquarters -in 
the city, from which I had telegraphic 
cofflnrnnicaMons with every .part of my 
command. I first-; ^graphed -.corps 
headquarters-for permiesjon to tak_e the 
offensive when it became light,enough 
to do so. At 7 o'clock^ directed Gen- 
eral (Dvenshine'to'opeVWtillery'-fire.ou > 
blockhouse 'No. 14 and the wpols - near 
by and to be • prepared to,\dr-iv.'e the 
enertfy from-" the "Tifelate-fiojit) and" if 
they yielded easily~fo turn to" the left 
•with part of'his command and sweep 
the enemy from his entire front; if 
successful, to be ready to re-enforce 
, 


King's right and turn' rtbte .left of the i 
insurgent force opera-ting from Santa I 
Ana. 
This project was not carried, out J 


until later in the day,, as permission 
was not given to assume the offensive 
until 8 o'clock. In the mea'ntime the 
firing on King's line became heavier as 
the day advanced. 


At last, at 8 o'clock, H telegram 


came from Major General Otis, author- 
izing an advance; if not "made too far, 
I went at once to Battery Knoll, taking 
with me the Wyoming battalion. Find- 
ing three companies of Californians, I 
placed there seven companies under the 
command of Colonel Smith of the First 
California, and directed him to deploy 
and advance in line with the rest of 
King's brigade, -substituting 'this for 
the intended co-operation of Ovenshine. 


General King was present and was 


ordered to advance as soon as Smith 
deployed. These officers received this 
order with delight, their' "trbops with 
enthusiasm. The movement began at 
8:20 a. m. with a rush over the creek 
in our front, a cheer and rattling vol- 
leys as the whole line advanced, not by 
rushes, bnt with a rush. The insurgent 
line fell back before our advance, fight- 
ing, however,- with spirit. At the same 
time the California battalion charged 
and drove the enemy out of i-janta Ana, 
driving them from stone walls and 
convents, churches and houses, and 
fighting their way through blazing 
bamboo huts from which the natives 
were firing. 


Brigadier General' O.venshine, com-1 


manding the Second brigade,.bad the 
North Dakota regiment, under Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Trenmann, "occupying 
the old Spanish tren'ches • from Fott 
Malate on the bay tb an almost im- 
passable swamp, which divided his line 
into two sections. At about 10 o'clock 
Ovenshine ordared an advance. The 
North Dakotas drove the enemy from 
their front back to the Carmelite <y>n- 
vent. Major Potter, 'with Matile's bat- 
talion, 
Fourth 
infantry, 
advanced 


through the woods. After a desperate 
fight the enemy were driven out, but 
not without inflicting serious loss upon 
us. 


Hearing of the successful advance of 


the North Dakotas, I telegraphed Gen- 
eral Ovenshine to carry t>u"f thp project 
I had arranged with him, to attempt 
to roll up the enemy bya movement 
from right to left. As there was a long 
delay in carrying out this order, I re- 
peated it several times- by "telegraph, 
and aids were sent with oral orders. It 
was at last found that be was -under a 
false impression—that he had received 
other orders from the corps commander. 
When this misapprehension was re- 
moved, he ma Jo the movement with 
complete succoaa. The coqlne.'ga,. energy 
and bravery of the officers and -men of 
this division are worthy of the highest 
consideration. B*feinaing on the left, 
the Idaho regiment, tinder Major Hig- 
gina, did splendid service. Major Mc- 
.Conville, who nerved under my com- 
mand in, the war of the rebellion, was 
killed leading his battalion, like the 
brave and faithful'offlcer that he was. 
Captain Whittington is especially com- 
mended by his brigade commander.

me 
WashyiKton regiinentr under 


Colonel WhoUey, received its baptism 
of fire. Its men fonghtj, like veterans. 
From the California regiment I expect- 
ed excellent service. Colonel Jamea F. 
Smith showed the very best qualities 
of a volunteer officer. His service in 
every position in which he has been 
placed has been most valuable and 
efficient. I v^rdially recommend him 
as a brij, -.dier 
general of 
volun- 


teers. Major S:-me of the sauie regi- 
ment proved he is a natural born sol- 
dier. He is not only brave, but cool 
and discreet.

efficiency. The Wyoming battalion, al- 
though not well handled at first, when 
it got into action, showed the bravery 
I have seen before in Wyoming men. 


In the Second brigade the North Da- 


kotas made a dashing charge. The part 
of the Fourth cavalry under fire fought 
as well as they always have in their 
many battles. 
The fighting of the 


Fourteenth infantry, .under the trying 
surroundings 
in which 
they were 


placed, was little less than heroic. 
Certainly it was most effective. They 
were well led by Major' Potter, Cap- 
tain John Murphy, n well tried vet- 
eran, and other efficient company offi- 
cers—Matiie,

Lasseigne, Biddle, and, in fact, all 
present, including Captain Martin and 
Krauthoff, who, although on staff duty, 
went to the front with their own regi- 
ment, performing excellent service.

SUBSTITUTE FOR SERUM. 


Euzymc, Dr. Oscar toew Claims, Will 


Supersede It. 


Dr. Oscar Loew, one of tha expert 


vegetable pathologists of the agricul- 
tural department at Washington, has 
developed to what he believes is a point 
of practical use, a new treatment for 
germ diseases, which promises to super- 
sede {he serum treatment now in nse 
in diphtheria, fevers and many other 
diseases. The experiments have been 
conducted in the-'la'boratories of Munich 
and the Unitefi States. The results 
have been such as to, warrant introduc- 
ing the treatment into actual hospital 
practice. 


The treatment is similar in some re- 


spects to the serum treatment, b'ut de- 
pends on a different principle, the basic 
idea being the' presence of a class of 
ferments knowri*as enzymes, which are 
produced by the same bacteria that 
produce the disease. The bacteria in 
this case, it is stated, are simply killed 
out by the ferment they produce. This 
differs from the principle of inoculation 
for smallpox and other diseases, where 
the object is to give the patient a mild 
type of the disease to render him im- 
mune to the more virulent type. 


Dr. Loew and his colleague, Dr. Em- 


merich, have studied and cultivated 
the enzymes of various diseases, and, 
it is claimed, have found that the 
enzymes of certain bacteria will kill 
not only their parent germs, bnt also 
the germp of cholera, typhoid fever, 
anthrax, diphtheria, 
black 
plague, 


staphlococci and probably gonococci.

Mr. Lawrence Letherman, one of the 


popular and efficient attaches of tha 
United States postal inspector's office 
in Cincinnati, is welcomed back from 
a several months' official sojourn in 
Cuba. He went over to the island in 
February, when Major Eathbono began 
organizing the postal system and need- 
ed the assistance of experienced men in 
each branch of the service. Mr. Lethcr- 
naanwas in Havana for several months, 
but in the line of work he visited near- 
ly every province and city in the 
ibland. He speaks very interestingly of 
Cuban scenes and experiences. 


"When we first got to Havana," he 


eaid to a Cincinnati Commercial Trib- 
une reporter recently, "the streets were 
filthy beyond description. The drainage 
there is or was over the street surface 
and in open ditches or gutters. It was 
simply terrible. It's the fashion largely 
to include tha stable in the residence, 
and it is a common thing to see homes 
or houses with the lower floor or base- 
ment given up to the horses and the 
upper floor occupied by the family. 
You can imagine the result when.you 
remember that the stable drainage 
flowed directly out on the street. Gen- 
eral Ludlow's chief work has been in 
changing the conditions caused by such 
a system. It has been an awful job to 
get matters into proper and decent 
ehape, but tha sewer building is doing 
it. 


"What riled the natives most of all, 


though, was the general's order stop- 
ping bullfighting 
and 
cockfighting. 


These were their pet sports, and they 
were very much huffed at being de- 
prived of them. The general also stopped 
the running'about of naked children in 
the streets. He required that they 
should be dressed. 


"The great majority of the people 


are blacks. The native Cubans are 
small fellows and quite handsome in 
appearance. They are a pleasure loving 
people and give up a large share of 
their time to sport and pastime. 
They 


are not thrifty or businesslike, and the 
masses are rude and ignorant as a gen- 
eral .thing. • , 


"The Spaniards are the principal 


business men down there. They are 
splendid business men too. 
Yes, I 


know it sounds odd to hear that, but 
thatrs the way it is. The sharpest set 
of bargain drivers or business men that 
we have in Cincinnati or anywhere 
else, would not be able to get ahead of 
the Spanish business men. They had 
to be sharp to provide all the taxes that 
the'ir own government and 
officials 


were constantly extorting from them. 
There was nothing that escaped the ,tax 
gatherers. Any man who had a hotel 
had to pay a tax for every guest that 
registered. Taxes went as high some- 
times as 50 per cent of the value of the 
things taxed. The officials robbed the 
Spanish business men, and the latter 
bad to recoup themselves however they 
cpuld. The Spaniards own the greater 
part of the land and business. They are 
for annexation to the United States and 
fear thtdr property will be confiscated 
by the Cubans if they get control. 


"The Cubans have their own way of 


working. They are early risers. They 
begin at 6 o'clock in the morning and 
keep on till 11. Then they take their 
siesta, or rest, till 3, during the hot- 
test part of the day. Then they start 
in again. The climate is not so trying. 
In the time I was there there was not 
a night that a blanket did not feel com- 
fortable to sleep under. 


"The Americans were thick about 


February and March. In May they be- 
gan getting away as fast as they could. 
They had the yellow fever scare. The 
people eat very little meat. At Cien- 
fuegos I met the Sev. Sam Small, the 
evangelist,, formerly with Rev. Sam 
Jones. 
Mr. Small is principal of a 


school in that town and seemed great- 
ly satisfied with his new location and 
surroundings.

N'cw Electric Magnet Perform* a Sur- 


Kleal Wonder. 


With most successful results the first 


practical teat has just been made of a 
powerful new electro magnet recently 
added to the equipment of the Man- 
hattan Eye and Ear hospital, in New 
"York. The instrument, which is known 
as a giant mugnet, is BO powerful that 
it will hold 250 pounds of steel cling- 
ing to it and will seize with a viselike 
grip a bunch of keys thrown at it. 


This fh-Rt test was made when a man 


was brought into the hospital with a 
well marked cut at one side of the eye- 
ball, made by a sliver of steel flying 
from a rapidly revolving lathe. The 
bit of tho sharp steel had cut almost 
through tha entire eye into the poste- 
rior chamber in the vitreous fluid, 
where no surgical instrument could 
ever reach it without destroying the 
eye. 
Dr. Frank Parker, who performed 


the operation, turned the electric power 
into the magnet and then, with the 
patient on an operating tabJe, moved 
him gradually toward the magnet. As 
the eye came nearer and nearer, the 
magnet, attracting the bit of steel, 
drew the eye far .from the socket. 


Tbo pain was almost unbearable, but 


the mysterious power of the magnet 
finally drew the steel from the eye 
through the opening it had made in go- 
ing in. As it left the eye the bit of 
steel flow like a flash to the magnet 
and clung there, while the eye sank 
back to its natural position. Dr. Parker 
told a reporter of the New York Herald 
afterward that the sight of the eye 
would probably be saved,- though the 
man would have to stay at the hospital 
a long time for treatment. But for the 
magnet, he said, the case would have 
been hopeless, as it would have been 
necessary to take out the eye. The 
magnet is so powerful, he said, it will 
draw a piece' of steel directly through 
a human eye even if no cut has been 
made. For diagnosing cases of injury 
to the eye the magnet is invaluable, the 
doctor said, for very often it is impos- 
sible to tell what has caused the trou- 
ble.. If it is some other substance than 
steel, an operation is then necessary. 


The magnet, which is the invention 


of Dr. Haab, a German professor, ia 
shaped at each end, or pole, like a tor- 
pedo. It is 22 inches long and 14 inches 
in diameter. Between the poles, made 
of pclished steel, the core of the mag- 
net is wound with steel wires. It takes 
13 amperes and 110 volts to saturate 
these coils. To facilitate its movement 
so that it can be brought close to the 
eye of a patient the magnet is mounted 
on a swivel joint, all being fastened to 
a portable table. 
Magnets have long 


been used in removing pieces of steel 
from the eye, but this new one is far 
more powerful than any ever used in 
the hospital before and will draw a 
nail from an ordinary thin pine board.

Chicagoan Claims to Have a Practi- 


cal Plan to Use Jt. 


Harnessing liquid air so that it will 


be available for commercial purposes 
is the problem which J. F. Brady of 
Chicago claims to have solved. Patents 
on the receptacles have been secured in 
the United States and are pending in 
the European countries. Mr. Brady has 
returned Iiom New York and Washing- 
ton, where he'was in consultation with 
Charles Tripler and Captain Zalinski, 
inventor of tlie ."dynamite gun used on 
the Vesuvius, in'relation to this and 
other inventions, says the New York 
Times. 


The device which, it is claimed, will 


hold liquid air for a considerable time 
is being used by Mr. Tripler at pres- 
ent. It consists of a sis gallon copper 
tank, provided with a safty valve. 
Around this is a coat of wool packing, 
incased in another copper cask, also 
provided with a safety valve. Then 
comes another coat of wool packing, 
incased in turn by a steel cask, pro- 
vided with a safety valve, as the others. 
The top screws into the vessel. 


The intense cold of the liquid air— 


312 degrees below zero—causes such a 
contraction of the copper that the top 
of the vessel has to be subjected to the 
same intense cold in order to make the 
threads fit into the threads in the vessel 
proper. By this device it is possible, 
according to the inventor, to contain 
the liquid air with perfect safety for a 
period long enough to make possible its 
use on transatlantic steamers, if the 
liquid air were used for power instead 
of steam. A mercury thermometer is 
affected at a distance of 50 feet from 
one of these casks, the mercury drop- 
ping perceptibly. Two of these casks 
hava been made in Mr. Brady's private 
workshop.

TRAGIC ROMANCE. 


The English admiralty is investigat- 


ing a, new and wonderful torpedo which 
promises to make that much vaunted 
submarine terror of the French, the 
Gustav Zede, a veritable back number. 


It is the invention of Alex Orling, a 


young Swedish electrical engineer. By 
applying much the same principle 
which Marconi uses in his wireless 
telegraphy Inventor Orling is able to 
control the movements of an Armstrong 
torpedo not only for a distance of a few 
hundred feet, but as far as he can see it 
with a telescope. In doing this he uses 
no wires. 


Mr. Orling's method of illustrating his 


new discovery is simplicity itself, but 
when seen it looks like an exhibition of 
black art. Launching a submarine 
Armstrong torpedo fitted with his ap- 
paratus, he sets up on shore a little 
folding table on which he puts a small 
box, connected with which are levers 
and switches. 


By manipulating these levers he 


makes the long, lean terror of the seas 
dash here and there through the water 
at will. The death dealing, explosive 
laden projectile seems as tractable as a 
well trained hunting dog. 


Swiftly, silently and unseen, it plows 


through the waves, its course marked 
only by a little pennant stuck on the 
top of a long iron rod which projects 
from the top of the torpedo. It is made 
to take any desired course and to return 
to the shore as meekly as a pointer 
comes to heel.

In other words, his invention is a new 


means of transmitting electrical power 
eufficient to control the steering gear of 
a torpedo, and the whole apparatus, 
apart from the price of the torpedo, will 
cost only about £220. 


The Orling-Armstrong torpedo glides 


along at the rate of about two and 
twenty knots at a depth of ten feet be- 
low the surface of the water. The re- 
ceiving rod, which is the visual bond of 
connection between the torpedo and Jie 
transmitting station, or steering point, 
is a foot out of water, though this ele- 
vation may be made greater according 
to need. 
; 


Mr. Orling claims indeed to do any- 


thing with his torpedo within his visual 
area, which may be immensely enlarged 
by taking his stand on an elevated posi- 
tion, say the cliffs of Dover, which 
command a. view of all the channel to 
the very shore of EYance, and even 
darkness cannot interfere with his de- 
sign. By means of an electric lamp 
surmounting the rod projecting out of 
the water, with its shade always turned 
toward the enemy, he can still mark the 
will-o'-the-wisp whereabouts and direct 
the course of his torpedo better almost 
than In the glare of full day. In this 
way none of the Orllng-Armstrong tor- 
pedoes can ever get lost and prove a 
subsequent danger to fortuitous sea- 
farers. 


Another of Its features is that the 


controllers of its course have also com- 
plete power over the moment of its ex- 
plosion, so that it can be made absolute- 
ly innocuous should it strike the wrong 
object. 


There Is nothing visionary about this 


Bcheme, so the London papers declare. 
King Oscar of Sweden says he has seen 
Mr. Orling steer a torpedo for two or 
three miles, and a recent trial of the ap- 
paratus made in the Thames was wit- 
nessed by thousands of persons, among 
them many naval experts. 


Mr. Orling claims that he can apply 


the same principle to an ocean liner 
Xvlth like results, although it can be 
Been that this application would not bt> 
a useful one. 


The young man who apparently has 


found a way to put the navies" of the 
world at his mercy Is tall, beardless and 
of simple manner. He is only 29 years 
old, but from a boy he has been a deep 
ctudent of matters electrical. He has 
associated with him in Introducing his 
Invention Mr. J. T. Armstrong, the 
English torpedo inventor, and It ia quite 
probable that if his apparatus can do 
What Is claimed it will soon be adopted* 
by the English admiralty.

down, animal life has been brought to 
the surface. In form, structure and gen- 
eral appearance the creatures thus 
caught were totally unlike anything ever 
before seen by man. They were mon- 
sters, the most of which were as strange 
and uncanny as any exaggerated picture 
ever drawn of the antediluvian dwellers 
on the earth's surface, and as frightful 
in appearance as the creature of a night- 
mare. 


It is true, that few of those that have 


been brought from these depths were of 
great size; but that creatures of greater 
size have not been brought out of the 
deep has been considered due to the 
small nets which have been used in 
dredging for them, rather than to the ab- 
sence of the monsters themselves.

Consul Monaghan writes from Chem- 


nitz on the subject of American shoes 
in Germany that since United States 
manufacturers have begun to push into 
tbe market and have gained a foothold, 
with prospects for an increased trade, 
tbe German press and other publica- 
tions have taken tbe matter up and are 
using every means to disparage the 
American goods. A translation of an 
article that recently appeared in a Ger- 
man paper accompanies the consul's 
letter to Washington. In it American 
shoes are described as being of worth- 
less quality, but showy and elegant in 
appearance. It suggests that tbe tech- 
nical daily papers and local unions of 
Germany "procure samples of Amer- 
ican ehoee, show tbe quality of the 
same by separating the leather from 
the paper and examine tbe soles sewed 
on in long stitches with binders' 
twine." 


In spite of this, tbe statement la 


made in the article that tbe finish and 
apparent fineness of tbe American shoes 
are making business lively. The consul 
quotes the above extracts as indicating 
what our merchants will have to con- 
tend with in their work to make sales 
in any part of Germany. The facts are, 
he says, that hundreds of Germans who 
visit the'United States "load up" with 
American shoes before they return and 
that some of the manufacturers of Ger- 
many are using the American shoes as 
models from which to make their own 
lasts. Prices there range from 75 cents 
to §6.

feet below the surface. Concerning the 
creatures which live at a depth of one 
or two miles, his knowledge is still more 
limited, although much valuable work 
has been done in discovering the fauna 
of these depths. 


But a knowledge of these deep sea in- 


habitants for the mere sake of curious 
scientific and popalar interest is one of 
the least incentives to a search of the 
deep sea bottom, although this alone 
would warrant the great sums of money 
and vast labors that have been expended 
up to the present in deep sea explora- 
tion. 
The deep sea creatures are ex- 


pected to supply from their curious bod- 
ies and methods of life under great 
pressure many important links in the uni- 
versal law of evolution. 


The Albatross, a fine twin screw steam- 


er of 1,000 tons displacement, owned by 
the fish commission, has been recently 
, overhauled and fitted out with all sorts 
of new and improved devices. She will 
carry the members of the expedition. 


At the head of the scientific work of 


the expedition will be Professor Alex- 
ander Agassiz, whose achievements in 
deep sea exploration in the past 30 years 
entitle him to the'first place among the 
world's investigators of submarine life 
and conditions. The scientists will sail 
Aug. 1, and expect to 'be gone about 
eight months. Their course will take 
them 20,000 miles, through a circuit of 
nearly every important group of the 
smaller islands which lie in the mid Pa- 
cific ocean between the tropic of Capri- 
corn and the tropic of cancer. 


Many new inventions will be tested 


for the first time on the coming voyage 
of the Albatross. The mainstay 'and 
hope of the trip is the giant trawl, or 
deep sea net, which is now being built 
especially for the expedition, and into 
whose mouth it ia expected creatures 
larger and stranger than any hitherto 
brought from the ocean's depth will be 
conveyed for the first time to the ocean's 
surface, the light of day and the knowl- 
edge of man. Moreover, it is expected to 
operate trawls at a greater depth than 
has ever before been reached in deep sea 
dredging. 


Heretofore the largest of these trawls 


used in deep sea work had a mouth or 
opening 6 feet long by 2% or 3 feet 
high. Consequently no creatures of' a 
length or size exceeding the capacity 
of this opening have ever been brought 
up from the deep sea. 


Tbe great trawl now being constructed 


for tbe Albatross will have a mouth 20 
feet in breadth by 6 in width and its 
depth will be 30 feet. On account ol its 
great size and capacity it is expected 
that this trawl will solve, in a limited 
degree, the problem that has perplexed 
scientists and mystified the world—as to 
whether,the ocean's depths are inhabited 
by great sea animals and sea monsters, 
M well as by imaller forma of life.

THE SHOE BUSINESS. 


The price of leather increasing and 


the cost of labor increasing: the shoe 
ftianufacturer is not having the easiest 
of times. There is excellent authority 
that not less than $1,000,000 worth of 
leather was bought in Boston Saturday 
by one man. The purchaser deposited 
a check for $250,000 to close the; bar- 
gain. The influence of so great a pur- 
chase on the leather market will cer- 
tainly he to increase prices. Tip to Sat- 
urday the price was high enough, but 
shoe men believe that this week will 
see a higher figure reached. The in- 
creased cost of labor which shoe manu- 
facturers are obliged to meet finds illus- 
tration in this city. The return of fair 
business after a. long period of depres- 
sion has encouraged shoe operatives to 
demand a higher wage scale. The man- 
ufacturers, as a rule, do not blame the 
operatives for this, though they say the 
demand comes in a very trying time. 
\Vhen the rush season, opened as many 
orders as possible were secured, the 
price of shoes being figured on the labor 
cost and the leather cost then existing. 
As is the case with local manufactur- 
ers, orders sufficient to employ the time 
far into August were gladly taken. It 
is clear then that a steadily rising 
leather market and labor market puts 
the shoe manufacturer to considerable 
disadvantage at present. In some in- 
stances, even locally, the increase in the 
cost of producing the shoe has reached 
as high as 27 per cent. The manufac- 
turers are unable on the orders booked 
to increase the selling price of the shoe 
to meet the increased cost and so are 
compelled to force an excessive cutting 
of profits, no profit remaining im some 
cases. We notice that writers on shoe 
topics are busily engaged at present in 
putting this condition of affairs before 
the New England shoe manufacturers 
and shoe operatives. There is no such 
labor demand being made in the west 
as is being made in the east and some 
eastern mea fear that the west will 
outsell them. The caution given by 
writers is for these manufacturers and 
operatives to be alike liberal and 
steady at this time, until the old orders 
are mostly filled and until the manufac- 
turere has suited himself better to the 
market. Present cost conditions being 
mantained the manufacturer will ne- 
cessarily begin asking a higher price. 
This he would have done earlier had he 
been able to foresee the conditions now 
prevailing, though he believes the size 
and number of his orders \\ould have 
been greatly diminished had he done so.

While it is natural 
for any man of ability and ambition to 
aspire for the office, yet it is of some 
importance to see how these candidates 
came to be before the people.

Apparatus \Vtll Announce • Ship** 


Approach—OlUcern on Different Ve»- 
•el> Able to Talk: to Each Other. 
Senna* Transmitted by tbe Water 
and Taken Up by Telephones. 


An invention recently made by an 


Italian scientist is aimed to prevent 
collisions nt sea and renders submarine 
boats useless for hostile operations. 


The invention is known as "wireless 


telephony," and is intended to enable 
officers on different ships to talk with 
each other without the aid of wires. 
Commander Richardson Clover, chief 
of the office of naval intelligence, said 
the other day that the invention has 
received considerable attention abroad, 
and contains elements of success. It ia 
likely that the navy department, ac- 
cording to a Washington dispatch to 
the New York Herald, will carefully 
look into the matter with a view to the 
use of the invention in the American 
naval service. 


Experiments have been made on the 


Italian gunboat Scilla, in the gulf of 
Genoa, in presence of scientists and 
naval experts. The inventor is a Sicilian 
professor, Mario Busso d'Asar. Wire- 
less telephony announces in the dark- 
ness of the night or a dense fog the ap- 
proach of ships, torpedo boats and even 
of the invisible submarine boat, in- 
dicates their direction and. places the 
men on watch on guard. 


Concerning the invention and the 


trials which have been made this trans- 
lation of an article in L'ltalia Mari- 
nara, which has been confirmed by 
official reports, has been made: 


"It is well known that transmissi- 


bility of sounds ia in direct ratio to the 
density of the means through which 
they are transmitted. It is equally well 
known that water is an excellent means 
for transmitting sounds to a distance. 


"It has been' noticed that a bather, 


immersed in water, hears with great 
distinctness the sonnd of a steamer's 
engine in motion, because tbe water in 
•which the latter is immersed is in a 
special state of vibration, owing to the 
movement of the engine and screw ac- 
tuated thereby. 


"From these principles the inventor 


derived the conclusion that if the air 
could seize these vibrations of sound 
an instrument 
of great sensibility 


functioning below water would be 
susceptible of seizing them at a greater 
distance and with greater distinctness, 
and became convinced1- that a telephone 
apparatus should be the point of depar- 
ture for obtaining the practical means 
of signaling between two vessels. The 
water would take the place of the 
wires. It was necessary first of all to 
construct a sound receiver which would 
perform tbe functions of the ear below 
the surface of the water, then another 
apparatus that would increase the 
sounds received and indicate the direc- 
tion whence they came. 


"One part of the telephone apparatus 


is placed on the conning bridge, and the 
other is secured to the ship's'side and 
immersed in the water, from which it 
receives the vibrations produced by the 
engine in motion of another vessel and 
transmits them in increased volume to 
the telephone apparatus. 


"The submarine receiver ia a kind of 


box secured to the hull with a number 
of depressions, so aa to receive the 
sounds from all directions. From the 
center of each of these an electric wire 
leads to the telephone, which latter 
contains an ingenious mechanism based 
on Edison's well known scientific prin- 
ciples. 


"A dial plate on a board is divided 


into two. parts corresponding to the 
two sides of the ship. Two hands in- 
dicate the direction o£ the steamer sig- 
naled. A system of bells at" the upper 
part of the dial plate and one of the 
receivers on the board indicates by 
sound with the greatest distinctness, 
the rhythm of the screw of the distant 
vessel. 


"When coming within seven kilome- 


ters of a steamer, the hand of the tele- 
phone turns and indicates the direc- 
tion of the vessel and follows its route, 
while the bells and receiver beat simul- 
taneously the cadence of the distant 
screw. 
The noises of the vessel on 


which tbe apparatus of the vessel is 
located cause no disturbance, because, 
owing to the special construction of 
the submarine receiver, they are not 
transmitted."

Fortune He* Unmolested on a Kan- 


•»• Prairie For Two Uny«. 


It isn't often that $76,000 can lie 


around on a Kansas prairie unmolested; 
for two days, bnt that ia what hap- 
pened recently. It happened this way: 
The etate school fund commissioners 
had arranged to purchase $76,000 of 
Reno connty refunding bonds. The 
issue was sent out to be approved by 
the Reno county officials on Saturday, 
June 17. It is a big job to prepare tho 
bonds, but they were got off by express 
on time, says the Kansas City Times. 


The Monday after Superintendent 


Nelson received a telegram from the 
Reno county commissioners asking why 
the bonds had not been sent. Nelson 
replied they had been. 
The Reno 


county people wired back that they had 
never been received, and they had no 
trace of them. Nelson called on the ex-j 
press office for an explanation. The ex- 
press people looked np their books and 
said that a package answering that 
description had left the Topeka office 
for Hntchineon on Saturday, June 17. 
The matter began to look serious, and 
the express company investigated ita 
records to ascertain what messenger 
was on that train. A telegram was sent 
him asking if he knew anything of a 
certain package bound for Hutchinson 
from Topeka. He replied that he didn't 
know for sure, but some little old pack- 
age blew out of the. express car floor as 
he was bonnd west on Saturday, June 
17, and it might have been the pack- 
age wanted. He further told the com-, 
pany to ascertain the value of the 
package and he would pay it out of his 
salary. The company wired back "$76,- 
000," and the express messenger's hair 
stood on end. 


The first thing he did was to get a 


layoff and take the first train for the 
station nearest tha place where he re- 
membered the package disappearing. 
He went out to the esact spot, and af- 
ter hunting for some time found the 
missing package in the weeds by the 
side of the track, exactly where it had 
blown. He had had the car door open 
on account of the heat, and a Kansas 
zephyr had come along and whisked 
the package out of the open door. Tba 
messenger did not think it of enough 
consequence to stop the train, but he 
will never make the same mistake 
again.

«VILL STUDY ENTIRE WORLD. 


California™ Continue* a Five 


YenrB* Joorncy Around the Earth. 
J. F. Anderson, a young Californian, 


left New York recently for the gulf to 
continue a five years' journey around 
the world. This is the third year. His 
object in traveling this way is to know 
his home country thoroughly before go- 
Ing abroad. He bas visited 31 states 
already, and intends to visit thereat on 
his way to the gulf. 


He started from Pomona, Cal., in 


1897, 
in a small cover d wagon, says 


the New York Journal, and went into 
Mexico. On May 20, 1897, he left the 
Mexican border and d_'ove up through 
California. After attending tho Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention in San Fran- 
cisco, in July, he drove through the 
timber regions of Oregon and Washing- 
ton to the Canadian line, arsd spent the 
winter on Puget sound. On May 11 he 
left Seattle, crossing the Cascade moun- 
tains and the lavu beds of Idaho, and 
entered Yellowstone park about the last 
of June. 


While crossing the plains of South 


Dakota he traveled for several days 
without water 
and fuel. 
Passing 


through 31 states he reached New York, 
after riding 3,500 miles in a wagon. 
He sold the team and bought a bicycle, 
BO he could resume the rest of the jour- 
ney on this continent. After making a 
study of people in every section of this 
and other conntrips in the world Ander- 
son will take a university course. He 
makes enough in the winter to pay for 
his summer travel, lie has a small 
leather notebook that contains the^ost- 
marks of many of the towns nnd cities 
through which he has passed, including 
many hundreds of miles from any rail- 
road. 


Anderson will leave the gnlf the early 


part of next year for London, where he 
intends to visit the Christian Endeavor 
convention. He will attend the Paris 
exposition. Afte? that he will cross the 
Alps, and* from Italy will go by water 
to Constantinople, and from there will 
traverse Asia Minor in much the same 
manner as in the west. In 1901 be will 
visit Egypt, India, China and Japan 
and return home by way of tha newly 
acquired possessions in the Pacific.

Modest Establishment of 
Self-Government in Cavite, 


^Sundays Included

Manila, July 3.—Genera) Lawton and 


Professor Worcester of the commission 
yesterday visited the principal towns 
In the province of Cavite, out of which 
the natives were recently driven. Their 
chief puspose was to direct the elections 
uf the presidents of Imus, Bacoor, Par- 
anaque and Las Pinas. 


Under the municipal system thus in- 


augurated the presidents, or the mayors, 
of the townb <r.re empowered to appoint 
minor officials and to levy taxes, which 
are te be expended solely in public im- 
provements. 
Before acting 
General 


Lawton and Mr. Worcester had con- 
sulted with the leading men in each town 
and selected candidates whose hunesty 
and friendliness to American rule were 
beyor'd question. Wherever they went 
the Americans were heartily cheered by 
the people. 


The public schools in Manila will open 


tomorrow, and it is expected that there 
will be 5000 children-in attendance. The 
teachers include Americans, Spaniards 
and Filipinos. One of the instructors is 
the widow of the Filipino patriot. Dr. 
Rizal, who prepared the status of the 
Philippine league, and who, when about 
to board a steamer at Barcelona in the 
autumn of 1836, was arrested by the 
Spanish authorities and sent to Manila, 
where he was tried by court-martial on 
charge of having organized the uprising 
In the Philippines, sentenced to death 
and shot on Dec. 29 of that year. After 
her husband's execution, Mrs. Rizal, who 
is the stepdaughter of a retired Hong 
Kong gentleman, went to Imus and was 
chosen captain of a company of in- 
surgents. English will be taught in the 
schools one hour each day. The pre- 
scribed holidays include the 20 church 
days obsej-ved in Manila, Washington's 
birthday and the Fourth of July. 


President Schurman of the United 


States advisory commission 
for the 


Philippines returned to Manila yester- 
day from a three-weeks' tour of the 
southern islands. He takes an entirely 
hopeful view of the general conditions 
there. 
The intelligent and substantial 


citizens desire an American protectorate. 


The masses are awaiting the settlement 


of the war in the island of Luzon 'before 
declaring themselves. They are chiefly 
anxious to be undisturbed. The presi- 
dent of the town of Santo Nicolas, in'the 
island of Cebu, said to Mr. Schurman: 
"We want peace, food and prosperity. 
We do not wish to fight. We would be 
neutral." 


The president of the commission thinks 


that this declaration fairly expresses the 
sentiments of the peocle in the southern 
islands of the archipelago. Many of the I 
towns there are in the hands of small 
bands of Tagalos; arid the people fear to 
endorse American rule until they are 
certain that Aguinaldo must be beaten. 
Let them once be convinced of this and 
the allegiance of the southern islands, 
Mr. Schurman thinks, can. be secured by 
diplomacy. 


The gunboat Bennington took Mr. 


Schurman to Mindanao and the islands 
of the Sulu and Visayan groups. 
He 


traveled through the island of Negros 
with Colonel Smith and a, party of na- 
tives. In several of the principal towns 
he was tendered banquets, and he had an 
hour's conference with the young Sultan 
of Sulu, who received hiim in the royal 
auddence chamber, surrounded by a 
bodyguard of stalwart, fierce-looking 
Moros. 


Mr. Schurman told the sultan that the 


United States had acquired the sov- 
ereignty of the Philippines from Spain, 
but had no wlsTi to subjugate the popula- 
tion nor to interfere with their customs 
of religion. Oh the contrary, the great 
desire of the American government was 
to help the people of the islands to de- 
velop their country. The sultan replied 
that he earnestly desired peace and was 
anxious to continue the existing treaties. 


On the return voyage the president of 


the commission 
visited the town of 


Borneo, capital of British North Borneo, 
where he was cordially received by the 
British officials, who afforded him every 
facility in his study of the local govern- 
ment and the customs of the people. The 
population .he found much like that of 
the southern Philippine Islands. 
The 


government is at present in a rather 
elementary state, but a more complete 
organization is being developed as rapid- 
ly as is practicable. 


Almost every steamer brings mission- 


aries. The arrival of one in Cebu made 
no little trouble, as the report spread 
rapidly among the ignorant classes that 
the Americans intended to compel them 
to give up their churches. The Ameri- 
can authorities in the interest of har' 
mony requested) him to withdraw, and he 
complied. 


Senor Llorente, who is considered the 


most influential native in Ce<bu, said to 
Mr, Schurman: "I like the American 
idea of the separation of church and 
state, but I tWnk it would be unwise to 
introduce Protestantism while conditions 
are so unsettled." He has since arrived 
in Manila and taken his seat on the bench 
of the supreme court. 


The rain has fallen almost continu- 


ously for nine days. It has been a tre- 
mendous downpour, and the whole coun- 
try is flooded. The trenches at San 
Fernando are ditches of water, and tha 
mud is knee deep in the temporary camps 
at several of the outlying towns.

AN EXCEPTIONAL YEAR, 


Remarkable Progress Recorded ID 


the American Merchant Marine. 


STearly Fifteen Hundred Ves- 
sels Admitted to Registry. 


Many of Our Sailing Craft Competing With 


[Foreign Cargo Steamships. 


Washington, July 3.—The American 


merchant marine's fiscal year, which 
ended last Friday, was exceptional in 
several respects. 
Full reports will not 


be received by the bureau ol navigation 
lor several weeks, but returns already 
received warrant these statements. 


The total output of American shipyards 


has been the largest of any year for the 
last quarter of a century except 1891, 
when 1384 vessels of 369,302 gross tons 
were built and documented in the United 
States. During the past fiscal year the 
construction of merchant vessels, of- 
ficially returned, has consisted of 1429 
vessels of 320,876 gross tons. B«si*ea 
these 22 vessels of. foreign, construction, 
aggregating 30,181 grogs tons, have been 
admitted to American registry. It is 
also reported from Manila that since last 
August 141 vessels have been transferred 
from the hands of the Spanish, German 
and British subjects to Americans, in- 
dicating the confidence of the businesa 
men of Manila in American government. 
The tonnage of these vessels has not yet 
been reported, and the transfer does not 
carry with It all the rights of American 
registry. Had the senate passed the 
Jjouse bill for the registry of Hawaiian 
vessels the total additions to our mer- 
chant fleet during the year would have 
reached nearly 400,000 tons. Our largest 
annual production was in 1855, when 2027 
vessels of 583,450 tons v,-ere built and, 
documented. 


During 1898 Great Britain built 1549 


vessels of 1,390,116 tons. The difference 
In the kind of vessels built Isfroughly 
disclosed by the average size, our con- 
etruction averaging only about 225 tons, 
while the British averages 900 tons. 
Nearly all of our n«w tonnage is built to 
navigate in the coasting trade reserved 
to American vessels. The only steam- 
ships built directly for the foreign trada 
were the Havana and Mexico of the New 
York and Cuba mail and the four Admiral 
steamships for Cuba and Jamaica, ag- 
gregating 19,750 tons, which were built 
under the postal subsidy act. In antici- 
pation of legislation at the coming ses- 
sion, however, construction has begun or 
been contracted for on about 100,000 tons 
of steel steamships for foreign trade and 
trade with Hawaii and Porto E!co, In- 
volving an expenditure of about $15,000,- 
000. 


For the first time in our history on 


June 30 the total tonnage of our steam 
vessels, when tabulated, will exceed the 
total of all other kinds of documented 
vessels. During the year, however, 460 
sail vessels of 96,458 tons have been built, 
compared with 426 of 42,5<^ for the previ- 
ous year, while th« steam vessels built 
number 473 of 167,851 tons, compared with 
448 of 130,128 for the previous year. In 
certain traSes our sailing vessels en- 
deavor to compete with foreign cargo 
steamships and doubtless will continue 
to do so. The most notable vessel is ths 
John Smeaton, a ste^l schooner of 5049 
gross tons, built«?.West Superior, Mich., 
probably the largest fore and aft vessel 
ever built. The largest sea-going sail- 
ing vessel built in Europe in 1898 was the 
Ernest Siegfried of Havre. 3214 tons. 


For the first time in our history steel 


has become the principal material in our 
annual construction of riggsd vessels, 
the steel tonnage for the year being 
1GS.991 tons, wood 130,309 tons. 


Iron has ceased to be a shipbuilding 


material, only one vessel of nine tons 
having been built of iron. During 1898 
in Great Britain 99 percent, or practically 
the whole construction, except small 
fishing vessels, was of steel.

Photographing a Tree's Grow'.h. 


Washington, July 3.—The agricultural 
department has pressed the moving pic- 
ture machine into the service of science. 
Tha division of vegetable pathology now 
has a device of this sort in operation in 
one of its greenhouses, ^etographing 
the growth of a small oak tree. 
The 


machine works automatically, taking a 
picture each hour. 
At night an electric 


light is thrown into circuit as the ex- 
posure is made. The machine has been 
running about two weeks, and will be 
kept going about two weeks longer on 
Its present subject. 
When the series of 


pictures is completed it will be possible 
to reproduce with the stereopticon the 
growth of the plant.

as the foremost car was in darkness, it 
could not bs seen until too late to check 
the speed. 
The rear car crashed into 


the other with terrific fo^, almost tel- 
eecoping it.

AR greater interest is being: taken 
this year in the forthcoming com- 
petition for the all around indi- 


vidual championship of America than 
has been exhibited for some years past. 
There are two reasons for this, one 
being the greater activity that is being 
displayed this season in sports ot all 
kinds, and, secondly, because Kraenz- 
lein, the great athlete from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, will be a com- 
petitor. This young man is by all odds 
the finest athlete now in training, and 
he is expected to make as good a showing 
and capture as many points as Malcolm 
Ford and A. A. Jordan used to do in 
the old days when they were wont to 
carry off the all around championship 


weight thrower; then the high score he 
makes in his specialty will partially 
mkke up for his deficiency in the other 
event, 


A very elaborate system of scoring 


points is used in the all around cham- 
pionship contests. The principle of 
the rules now in force is as follows: 
In each event the world's best amateur 
record is taken as a maximum, for 
which 1,000 points are allowed. Then a 
limit is established and performances 
equal to or worse than this limit score 
nothing. For performances between the 
maximum and the limit points are al- 
lowed in accordance with a graded 
scale. 


For instance, the maximum for the 


plonship was held under very adverse 
conditions. 
The event always takes 


place on the 4th of- July, as it will be 
this year. For the past few years the 
affair has been decided on the grounds 
of the New Jersey Athletic club, now 
the Knickerbocker A. C., at Bayonne,

times. He is the champion hurdler ot 
America and holder of the world's ama- 
teur broad jump record. Before enter- 
•ing the University of Pennsylvania he 
was a student at the University of 
Wisconsin, where he first took up ath- 
letics. He has done the 100 yard dash 
in 10 1-5 seconds, and can negotiate the 
quarter mile run in less than 50 sec- 
onds. His best time for the 220 yard 
run is 22 4-5 seconds: he holds the rec- 
ord of 15 1-5 seconds in the 120 yard 
high hurdles; has jumped 5 feet 9 
inches, and in the pole vault can top 
the bar at 9 feet. Nor is he a mean op- 
ponent in the other events, his best per- 
formance in throwing the 16 pound 
hammer being 90 feet; he has put the 
16 pound shot

HE trotting horse season of 
1899 


promises to be one of the most suc- 
cessful ever known. 
A fe\v years 


ago, however, the outlook for the trot- 
ter and pacer was so discouraging that 
many owners and breeders sold out. 
Those who had faith purchased the 
stocks of these faint hearted ones at 
greatly, reduced iiricts and are now 
congratulating themselves on their 
foresight and confidence. 


The big racing associations, discern- 


ing the approach of reviving interest 
and wishing tq do all in their power 
to hasten its return, have surpassed 
themselves, and each other in the size 
and number of the purses offered. Many 
associations, which have not held meet- 
ings for a year or two past, have- again 
resumed and have announced dates for 
this season. 


Trotting affairs in this country are 


controlled by the American Trotting 
association, of which Mr. W. P. Ijams 
is president. There are two principal 
circuits, the grand circuit in the east 
and the ' great western circuit. Be- 
tween the two there is a keen but 
healthy rivalry which cannot help 
being- of benefit to the sport. 


Some o£ the principal events in con- 


nection with the holding of the grand 
circuit during the coming season will 
be the meets held at New York. Years 
ago that city was one of the greatest 
centers of trotting interests, but the 
closing of the famous old Fleetwood 
track a couple of seasons ago was a 
severe blow to harnessj horse interests 
in the vicinity. Several vain efforts 
were made to secure a new track so 
that the metropolis should not lose its 
franchise in the grand circuit. Many 
different sites were under considera- 
tion, but internal dissensions among 
members and managers of the club in- 
terfered with all these efforts. 


When it became apparent that the 


club could not solve the difficulty, one 
man took the matter up and did the 
business. With his own funds ex-Cor- 
poration Counsel William H. Clark of 
New York bought a tract of land near 
Yonkers, on the northern boundary of 
the greater city. There he has laid 
out a magnificent one mile regulation 
track and a $25,000 clubhouse, both pf 
which are in the course of construction. 
Horsemen flocked to the new organiza- 
tion, which was named the 
Empire 


City Trotting club. Negotiations were 
opened for dates in the grand circuit, 
and Sept. 4 to 9 inclusive, were allotted 
to the new association. 


Mr. Clark then carried on the good 


work by offering fejjven early closing 
purses, four for trotters and three for 
pacers. The trotting ;events are: The 
Empire City, 2:12 class, $5,000 -purse; 
the Bronx, 2:16 cla:ss, $3,000; the Van 
Cortl'andt, 2:20. dais's, $3,000, and the 
Hudson, 2:25 cla.ss,lS$'3,000. The pacing 
events 'are: The Dunwoodie, 2:10 class, 
$5,000; the Mosholu, 2:15 class, $3,000, 
and the Pelham, 2:25 class, $3,000. 


Besides offering ^these seven purses 


Mr. Clark has inaugurated 
a new 


movement by holding out a purse of 
$5,000 for a free fen-all stallion trotting 
stake. 
The effects of this were far- 


reaching, and its -importance 
was 


realized when both the Dubuque and 
Louisville associations came out with 
similar stakes. 
The winners of the 


different heats, as* well as the .horse 
which captures the stake, will gain in- 
ternational reputations of far greater 
value than the stake itself.

the 2:15, 2:12 and 2:08 trotting classes, 
and the 3:00, 2:20, 2:12, 2:10 and 3-year- 
old pacing classes; two of $2,500 each 
for the 2:21 and 2:18 trotting classes, 
and four $2,000 each for the 2:40, 2:30 
and 2:27 trotting classes. 
They com- 


prise a list of events and purses that 
ought to attract entries from the best 
horses in the country. 


Several questions of 
grave impor- 


tance have been discussed by horsemen 
during the past winter that have been 
sources of controversy for years past. 
One of these was the question of hop- 
ples. An extra session of the American 
Trotting association held in New York 
was expected to settle the much moot- 
ed point, but the congress decided to 
let matters stand as they were, deem- 
ing it best to allow the various,associa- 
tions to act as they please. The gen- 
eral opinion seems to be that hopples 
are a detriment; that they are a fruit- 
ful source of accidents; that, as they 
force an unnatural gait on a horse, 
they are unsportsmanlike and tend to 
run down rather 
than 
elevate the 


standard1 of the American horse and to 
debase pure gait. 


A number of the associations have 


declared against hopples and have bar- 
red them from their tracks, and it is 
more than probable that the present 
year will see the beginning of their re- 
tirement, so that in time it will be 
found unprofitable to break horses to 
hopples. 


Another matter that has been serious- 


ly discussed by .horsemen for the past 
year and-was brought up at the late 
congress is the two in-three heat ques- 
tion.' This matter also it was decided 
to leave for another year at least to 
local judgment to settle. The question 
is one of grave importance from many 
points of view not only to the present 
generation of horses and breeders, but 
to future ones. The adoption of the 
two in three heat rule in place of the 
present three in five would be followed 
by great changes in .the. breeding estab- 
lishment^ of the country. 


Those who are in favor of the present 


system assert that a change would 
prove enervating to the breed of horses. 
They claim that breeders would be 
compelled to sacrifice substance and 


They claim that the racing associations 
would be compelled under the new sys- 
tem to hang up three or four purses 
instead of only two, under the present 
style, and that this would be an ad- 
vantage to to the owners of horses, who 
would have greater chances to win 
money. Public interest would also be 
stimulated when an event is finished 
soon instead of being dragged out for 
possibly seven or eight tiresome heats 
and sometimes adjourned to the follow- 
ing day. 


Several of the racing associations 


will give the new plan a fair trial this 
year, notably tho new Empire City and 
the Hartford cluhs, «* tbut it is more 
than probable that this vexed question 
will be settled before the season" is 
over. 


It is a moot point with horsemen as 


to whether a trotter can make; tl»o mile 
in two minutes. The question has been 
discussed in all its phases. The present 
record is only a fraction-above the 
much longed for mark, and there are 
many horsemen who believe that it 
will be reached during the season of 
1S99. 


Whether pacers have reached a limit 


in speed is also a. much debated point. 
Star Pointer's wonderful mark of ;l:59'/i 
is a great performance. His admirers, 
however, think that if pushed the great 
pacer can do better, and hope to see 
him: do it this summer. Star Pointer, 
John R. Gentry, Joe Patchen, Search- 
light and Anaconda have been entered 
for a special race to take place on July 
ai, the last day of the blue ribbon trot- 
ting meet at Detroit. This eve'nt will 
probably be the greatest pacing race oC 
the year and should go far toward 
solving the problem'as to which is the 
fastest pacer this season. The purse 
offered is $2,000.

SMALL BOATS OF THE LARK CLASS. 


When . T. TMeming Day, the well 


known yachtsman, had 
the original 


Lark constructed he had no idea that 
he was establishing a class of small 
boats that would become popular all 
over the world. Day wanted a small 
shoal draft boat that could be easily 
handled and built for about $50. The 
work of solving this problem was given 
to Charles G. Davis, and the result was 
the Lark. The dimensions of this boat 
are 16 feet long, 6_ feet beam and 6 
inches draft, exclusive of the rudder 
and centerboard. With the latter down 
the draft is four feet. The sides are 
drawn in at the ends so that' the beam 
forward and aft is only five feet. The 
bow is shaped like the bow of a ferry- 
boat. The sail contains 200 square feet 
of canvas. The centerboard trunk and 
mast step are formed by bolting two 
planks together, .which run through the 
center of the boat and stiffen the whole 
structure.

Handle bars on the first -American 


bicycles, manufactured in 1878, meas- 
ured 17 inches over all, and narrow 
widths continued 
in 
use until 1882, 


when the Pope Manufacturing com- 
pany introduced 22 inch bars on the 
Expert Columbia. These were at first 
regarded as anomalous, but wheelmen 
soon gr.ew to like them, and popular 
sizes gradually increased until the ex- 
treme was reached in 1892, when 28 
and 30 inch bars were the fashion. In 
1893 shorter bars were once more in 
evidence, and within two years follow- 
ing eight inches were lost. In 1897 the 
width had'returned to the original 17 
inches, and this year the tendency is 
again toward increased length, the 19 
inch ba$ being a part of the regular 
equipment of high grade machines. A 
return to the extreme width of 1892 is 
regarded as improbable.

search for speed above all else. Then 
they add that races would in many 
cases be won by accident and often in- 
ferior animals-would gain the prizes. 


The opposing forces 
have just as 


good arguments on their side. 
They 


say that the .laying up of heats is the 
greatest'cvil of the trotting horseman. 
It destroys public confidence in the in- 
tegrity of the sport and gives inferior 
horses certain advantages over faster 
ones. This evil, they cry, will bs done 
away with if the two in three heat 
rule be adopted.' There is just as much 
staying power required, according ;to 
them, to win a t\vo in three heat race 
with a large entry as for a three in five. 


100 of these boats have been built. The.

and actresses had purloined her prop- 
erty and produced a pair of tights, 
which, she said, the female impersona- 
tor had w-orn in lieu of socks. 


During the progress of the trial it was 


brought out that sometimes Miss Win- 
•ter advanced 50 cents to a, member and 
sometimes as high as $5. The female 
impersonator testified that Miss Win- 
ter knew that he had no socks and that 
in lieu he had worn the tights. He had 
received in all 75 cents from the female 
impresario and with that much, was left 
(o pay his hotel bill of several dollars. 
After the court had heard all the testi- 
mony he dismissed the counter charge 
brought by Miss Winter, declaring that 
the actors could not be blamed for hav- 
ing -worn tights when they were sock- 
less, and even if they had' swiped a 
couple of wigs the offense was pardon- 
able in view of the fact that they had 
received no salary.

A few local men believe they .have dis- 


covered a valuable deposit of ore on 
Charles Jones' farm in the Notch,' on 
the hill some distance northeast of the 
reservoir. Workmen have been bus 3 
for several days making an excavation 
in the rock, and men interested, who 
as yet have nothing to give out to the 
public, believe they have struck a cop- 
per mine that will be well worth work- 
ins. 


A local man who for many years has 


been interested in local m.nmg ven- 
tures?, has assayed samples of th^ <">re 
and behtves it to bs valuable, though he 
does not consider it a copper mine. He 
finds traces of tin and copperas, but 
believes the chief product of the mine 
will be sulphur ore very similar to that 
from the Davis mine at Ro\\e, which 
has been very profitably worked for 
many years. From this ore sulphuric 
acid is made. This is used in large 
quantities by the local manufacturers 
and if it i.ould be produced there there 
'would be a home market for much of 
the product. 


Samples of the ore have been sent 


away for examination by expert assay- 
ists and if the report is favorable pre- 
parations will be made at once for oper- 
ating the mine on a large scale.
